7  Here  frefent  you  mth  the  Proceedings  of  thi 
-*     Parltamem  in  1628.  againji  Roger  Manwa-; 

ring  Doctor  in  Divinity^  for  his  feditiom  High- 
fiytng  Sermons  ;  in  which  he  afftrted^  That  the 
King's  Will  in  inn pofing  Taxes  without  Confent 
of  Parliament,  does  oblige  the  SubjeO:s  Con- 
fciencc  upon  pain  of  eternal  Damnation  ;  dnd 
fever al  other  things  as  derogatory  to  the  Rights  and 
Libertjs  of  the  SubjeH. 

If  therefore  our  prefent  Parliament  {bould  think 
ft  to  proceed  againfi  Dr.  SacheverellV  fedttious 
and  inflaming  Sermon^  they  would  not  be  without  a 
Precedent  tojujlify  their  Proceedings.  To  he  Jute 
theOccafion  given  is  not  lefs ;  for  Dr.  SacheverellV 
is  at  lea/i  equally  feditious^  in  ajferting  the  Utter 
Illegality  ot  Refiftance  upon  any  pretence  whar- 
foever,  whereby  the  late  Revolution  is  condtmn^d^ 
the  Queen^s  Title  and  the  Protefiant  Succ^ffwn^  as 
founded  on  it^  are  fubverted,  and  all  our  Laws  and 
Liber tys  at  the  Will  of  the  Crown ;  bejides  fever al 
other  Ctrcumflances^  which  carry  the  Venom  of  it 
beyond  Dr.  ManwaringV,  viz.  the  prefuming  to 
publijh  fuch  \editiot46  Stuff  to  the  Nation^  tho  the 
Court  of  Aldermen  had  exprefs^d  their  Re  lent  me  nt 
againfl  it ;  whereas  Manvi  aringV  Sermons  were 
printed  by  the,  Kjn^s  i^ommand^  S^Ca 
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llThe  IProceedinp  of  the  Lords  and  Cofnmons 
in  1628.  againji  Roger  A^Ianwaring^ 
VoBorin  Divinity ^  for  two  Seditions  High^ 
flying  Sermons^  ike. 


H  £  Paflages in  Dr.  Manwaring^  Sernrions,  which 
werecenfur'd  by  Parliament,  areas  follows : 


"  That  tbe  King  is  not  bound  to  obferve  the  Law^s  of  the 
Realm  concerning  the  Sabjefts  Rights  and  Liberties  ^  but 
that  his  Royal  Will  and  Command  in  impofing  Loan^ 
and  Taxes,  without  commbn  Confent  in  Parliament, 
doth  oblige  the  Subjeft's  Cbnfcience  upon  pain  of  eter- 
nal Damnation.  That  thofe  who  refused  to  pay  the 
Loan,  offended  againft  the  Law  of  God,  and  the  King's 
^^^  Supreme  Authority,  and  became  guilty  of  Impiety,  Dil- 
^'  loyalty,  and  Rebellion ;  And  that  the  Authority  of  Par- 
liament is  not  necefTary  for  the  raifing  of  Aids  and  Sub- 
^  fidics  ^  and  that  the  flow  Proceedings  of  (ijch  great  Af- 
*^  femblies  were  not  fitted  for  the  Supply  of  the  State's  ur- 
*^  gentNeCelfities,  But  would  rather  produce  fundryimpe- 
"  diments  to  the  jurt  Defigns  of  Princes. 

Hereupon  Mr.  Ronfe^  ^  Member  of  the  Hdtire  of  Com- 
mons, brought  in  a  Charge  againfl:  Dr-  Manwaringi 
^s  follows  •,  which  fome  days  after  was  feconded  with 
^  Declaration.  / 

Mr.  Spei^er^ 

I  A  M  to  deliver  from  the  Committee  a  Charge  againft 
iVlr.  Manxvaring^  a  Preacher  in  Divinity  \  but  a  Man  fd 
triminous,  that  he  hath  turn'd  his  Titles  into  Accufations^: 
for  the  better  they  ate,  the  worfe  is  be  that  difhonuurs 
Ihems 
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Here  is  a  great  Charge  that  lies  upon  him,  k  is  great  in 
it  felf,  dtid  great  bccaule  it  hath  many  great  Charges  in  it- 
Serpens  gui  Serpentem  devorat  fit  Draco  :  His  Charge  having 
digefted  many  Charges  into  it,  becomes  a  Monfter  of 
Charges. 

The  main  and  great  one  is  this  Plot  and  Praftice,  to  alter 
and  fubvert  the  Frame  and  Fabrick  of  this  Eftate  and  Com- 
monwealth. 

This  is  the  Great  One,  and  it  hath  others  in  it  that  gives 
it  more  light.    To  this  end, 

"  I,  He  labours  to  infufe  into  the  Confcience  of  his  Ma- 
*^  jefty,  the  Perfuafion  of  a  Power  not  bounding  it  felf 
^^  with  Laws  *,  which  King  James^  of  famous  Memory, 
^^  calls  iti  his  Speech  to  the  Parliament,  Tyranny,  yea  Ty- 
"  ranny  accompany 'd  with  Perjury. 

'^  2.  He  endeavours  to  perfuade  the  Confcience  of  the 
"  Subjeds,  that  they  are  bound  to  obey  Commands  ille- 
"  gal  i  vea,  he  damns  them  for  not  obeying  them. 

^'  3.  He  robs  the  Subjefts  of  the  Propriety  of  their 
"  Goods. 

'^  4.  He  brands  tbem  that  will  not  lofe  this  Propriety 
^^  with  mod  fcandalous  Speeches  and  odious  Titles,  to 
'^  make  them  both  hateful  to  Prince  and  People  *,  fo  to  fet 
**  a  divifion  between  the  Head  and  the  Members,  and  be- 
^^  tween  the  Members  themfeives. 

^'  5.  To  the  fame  end,  not  much  unlike  to  Faux  and  his 
*'  Fellows,  he  feeks  to  blow  up  Parliaments  and  Parlia- 
''  mentary  Powers. 

The  fifth  being  duly  view'd,  will  appear  to  be  fo  many 
Charges,  and  they  make  up  all  the  great  and  main  Charge, 
a  milchievous  Plot  to  alter  and  fubvert  the  Frame  and  Go- 
vernment of  this  State  and  Commonwealth. 

And  liow  tho  you  mav  be  furej  that  Mr.  Manxvaring 
Knaves  us  no  Propriety  hi  our  Good^,  yet  he  bath  an  abfo- 
lure  Propriety  in  tiiis  Charge,  here  himfelf  making  «p  his 
ovvn  Charge.  Iflere  he  read  Jeverai  Fa^'ages  out  of  his 
Bf'oL  a?/d  then  proceeded  and  jaid^  You  have  heard  his 
C.jhari!,e  made  up  by  his  own  words,  and  withal  I  doubt 
not  but  you  icem  to  bear  the  Voice  of  that  vncked  one 
(Qnid  dahitisj  What  Will  vou  give  me,  and  I  will  betray 
ihlTSrate^  Kinaclom.  and  Commonwealth  ? 

Rnt  there  are  two' Obfei'varions.C!  might  add  a  third, 
^'!ke  uni:oa  ihrcefrk!  0)rd^  which  cannot  eaiiiy  be 
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broken)  will  draw  the  Charge  more  violently  upon  hinfi. 

Thefirftis  of  the  Time  when  this  Doftrine  of  Deftruc- 
tion  was  fet  forth  :  It  was  preach'd  in  the  heart  of  the 
Loan,  and  it  was  printed  in  the  beginning  of  that  Term 
which  ended  in  a  Remttitptr.  So  that  you  might  guefs 
there  might  be  a  double  Plot,  by  the  Law  and  Confcience, 
to  fet  on  fire  the  Frame  and  Eftate  of  this  Commonwealth  : 
And  one  of  thefe  intail'd  Foxes  was  Mr.  Manxvarivg. 

Another  note  may  be  taken  of  the  Time,  that  is  the  Un- 
feafonablenefs  of  it  *,  for  this  Doftrine  of  the  Loan  (in 
cafe  of  neceffity)  was  the  year  after  an  AflTent  in  Parlia- 
ment to  four  Subfidies  and  three  Fifteens,  which  might  ferve 
for  a  fufficient  ftopple  for  the  Dodor's  mouth,  to  keep  in 
his  Dodrine  of  Neceffity. 

A  fecond  Obfervation  may  be  of  the  Means  by  which  he 
feeks  to  deftroy  this  Commonwealth  :  His  Means  are  Di- 
vinity, yea,  by  his  Divinity  he  would  deftroy  both  King 
and  Kingdom. 

The  King  :  For  there  can  be  no  greater  mifchief  to  a 
Prince,  than  to  put  the  opinion  of  Deity  into  his  Ears^  for 
if  from  his  Ears  it  fliould  have  paflTed  to  his  Heart,  it  had 
been  mortal :  you  know  how  Herod  perifli'd.  Now  this 
Man  gives  a  participation  of  Divine  Omnipotence  to  Kings; 
and  tho  a  panrt  may  feem  to  qualify,  yet  all  doth  fecm  a- 
gain  to  fill  up  that  Qualification,  and  very  dangeroufly,  if 
we  remember  that  God  faith  of  himfelf,  /  am  a  jealotu 
<iod. 

He  goes  about  to  deftroy  the  Kingdom  and  Common- 
wealth by  his  Divinity  :  but  do  we  find  in  Scripture  fuch  a 
deftroying  Divinity  ?  Surely  I  find  there,  that  God  is  a 
God  of  Order^  and  not  of  Confufion^  and  that  the  Son  of 
Godcametofave^  and  not  to  deffroy.  By  which  it  feems  he 
hath  not  his  Divinity  from  God,  nor  from  the  Son  of  God  : 
And  that  we  may  be  fure  he  went  to  Hell  for  Divinity,  be 
names  fundry  Jefuits  and  Fryars,  with  whom  he  confultcd 
and  traded  for  his  Divinity.  But  not  to  bely  Heil  it  felf, 
the  Jefuits  are  honefter  than  he  *,  for  if  he  had  not  broug^t 
more  Hell  unto  them  than  he  found  with  them,  he  had  net 
found  this  Dignity  in  them  which  he  hath  brought  forth : 
yea,  in  his  Quotations  he  hath  us'd  thole  Shifts  and  Fa!f- 
hoods  for  which  Boys  are  to  be  whipt  in  Schools,  and  yet 
by  them  he  thinks  to  carry  the  Caufe  of  a  Kmgdom, 
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But  for  a  conclufion,  to  give  the  true  CharaSer  of  this 
Man  whom  I  never  faw,  I  will  (hew  it  you  by  one  whom 
I  know  to  be  contrary  to  him.  Samuel  we  know  all  to  b« 
a  true  Prophet  ^  now  we  read  o(  S^amitel^  that  hs.  writ  the 
Law  of  the  Kingdom  in  a  Boakj  and  laid  it  hp  before  the 
Lord.  And  this  he  did,  as  one  of  M^  Af^/wir^r/Vg's  own 
Authors  affirms,  th^t  the  |Cing  may  know  what  to  com- 
mand, and  the  People  what  to  obsy  :  But  M^f  Manwarmg 
finding  the  Law  of  this  Kingdom  written  in  Books,  tears 
it  in  pieces,  and  that  in  the  prcfence  of  the  Lord  in  a  Pui' 
pit,  that  the  King  m^y  not  know  what  to  cooiraand,  nor 
the  People  what  to  obey. 

Thus  Mr.  Mamvarir/g  being  contrary  to  a  true  Pro- 
phet, muit  needs  be  a  falfe  one  •,  and  the  Judgment  of  ^ 
lalfe  Prophet  belongs  to  him. 

I  have  Ihew'd  you  an  evil  Tree,  that  bringeth  forth  evil 
Fruit  •,  and  now  itrefts  with  you  to  determine  whether  the 
following  Sentence  ihall  follow,  Cnt  it  down^  and  caftit  int$^ 
the  fire. 


The  Declaration  of  the  Commons  again fl  Dr.  Map^ 
waring,  Clerk^  and  Doctor  in  Divinity. 

T7  OR  the  more  efFedual  prevention  of  the  apparent  Ruiw 
^  and  Defiruftion  of  this  Kingdom,  which  muft  necelTa- 
rily  enfue,  if  the  good  and  fundamental  Laws  and  Cuftoras 
thereia  eftabliOi'd  fhould  be  brought  into  contempt  and 
violated,  and  that  Form  of  Government  thereby  alter'd^ 
by  v^hichithath  been  fo  long  maintained  in  Peace  and  Hap- 
pinefs,  and  to  the  Honour  of  our  Sovereign  Lord  the  King, 
and  for  the  prefervation  of  his  Crown  and  Dignity  :  The 
Comm5>ns  in  this  prefent  ParlianfientaflTcmbied,  do  by  this 
their  Bill  fliew  and  declare  againft  Roger  Manvouring^ 
Clerk,  Dodor  in  Divirdty,  That  whereas  by  the  Laws  and 
Statutes  of  this  Realm  the  free  Subjeds  of  E>^gland  do  un- 
doubtedly inherit  this  Right  and  Liberty,  not  to  be  com- 
pti'd  to  contribute  any  Tax,  Tollage,  Aid,  or  to  makt^  any 
L<'ans  not  fet  or  imposed  by  common  Conient,  by  Art  of 
Parliament.  And  divers  of  his  Majerty's  loving  Subjeds 
relying  upon  the  faid  Laws  an4  Guftomsj  did  in  ali  humility 
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relTors.  It  is  true,  they  have  been  often  broken,  the  y 
|iave  been  often  confirm  d  by  Charters  of  Kings,  by  A<^s 
of  Parliament  *,  but  the  Petitions  of  the  Subjec^ts,  upoa 
which  thofe  Charters  and  hd:s  were  founded^  w^ re  ever 
petitions  of  Right>  demanding  their  antient  and  di;e  Li- 
berties, not  fuing  for  any  new. 

To  clear  the  third  Pofitiqn  (he  laid)  may  (eem  to  fomc 
Men  more  a  Paradox,  That  thofe  Liberties  of  the  Subje^ 
ftiou'd  befo  honpurable,  (b  profitable  for  the  King,  and 
hioit  neceflary  for  the  Supply  of  his  Majefty.  It  hath 
been  upon  another  occafion  declar'd,  that  if  thofe  Liber- 
ties were  taken  away,  there  ihou'd  remain  no  more  Induf- 
try,  no  more  Juftice,  no  more  Courage  *,  who  will  con- 
ten^,  who  will  endanger  himfelf  for  th^t  which  is  not  his 
own  ? 

But,  he  faid,  he  wou'd  not  infift  upon  any  of  thofe 
Poinds,  nor  yet  upon  others  very  important  ;  he  faid, 
that  if  thofe  Liberties  were  taken  away,  there  wou'd  re- 
main no  means  for  the  Subjeds,  by  a»y  Ad  of  Bounty  or 
P^nevolence,  to  ingratiate  themfeives  to  their  Sove- 
reign. 

And  be  defir'd  their  Lordihips  to  remember  whcit  pro- 
fitable Prerogatives  the  Laws  had  appointed  for  the  Sup- 
port of  Sovereignty  •,  as  Wardfiiips,  Treafqres- Trove, 
Felons  Goods,  Fines,  Amercements,  and  other  Iflue^  of 
Courts,  Wrecks,  Efc beats,  and  many  more,  too  long  to 
be  enumerated  ^  which  for  the  moil:  part  are  now  by 
Charters  and  prants  of  feyeral  Princes  difpers'd  into  the 
hands  of  private  Perfo^s  t  and  that  befid^sthe  antient  De* 
piefncspf  tlieCrowq  of  "England^  William  the  Concj^ae- 
ror  did  annex,  for  the  better  maintenance  of  his  Eftate, 
great  Proportions  of  thofe  Lands,  which  were  confifcatc 
from  thofe  Engllflj  which  perfifted  to  withftand  him  •,  and 
of  thefe  very  few  remain  at  this  day  in  the  King's  Pof- 
feffion  :  And  that  fince  that  time  the  Revenue  of  the 
Crown  had  been  (upply'd  and  augmented  by  Attainders, 
and  other  Cafualries,  in  the  Age  of  our  Fathers,  by  the 
difTolutibn  of  Monaiieriesand  Chantries  near  a  third  part 
of  the  whole  Land  being  come  into  the  King's  Pv^iTeilion. 
He  remembred  further,  that  conftant  and  profitable  Grant 
of  the  Subjed?,  in  the  Ad  of  lunnage  and  Puunda5.;c  : 
And  all  thcfe,  he  faid,  were  fo  alienated,  ancicipaad^ 
o?er-charg'd  with  Annuities   and  Aliigixments,    that  no 
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means  were  left  for  the  prcffing  and  inaportantoccafions  of 
this  time,  but  the  voluntary  and  free  Gift  of  the  Subjefts 
in  ParTiaffient. 

The  Hearts  of  the  People,  and  their  Bounty  in  Parlia- 
ment, is  the  only  cbnftant  Treafure  and  Revenue  of  the 
Crown,  which  cannot  be  exhaufted,  alienated,  anticipa- 
ted, e>r  otherwife  charg'd  and  incumbred. 

In  his  entrance  into  his  fecond  Part,  be  propounded 
thefe  Steps,  by  which  he  meant  to  proceed  : 

!•  To  (hew  the  State  of  the  Caufe,  as  it  flood  both  in 
the  Charge  and  in  the  Proof,  that  fo  their  Lordlhips  might 
the  better  compare  them  both  together. 

2.  To  take  away  the  Pretenfions  of  Mitigations  and 
Limitations  of  his  Opinions,  which  the  Dodor  had  provi- 
ded for  bis  own  Defence. 

3.  To  obferve  thofe  Circumftances  of  Aggravation, 
which  might  properly  be  annexed  to  his  Charge. 

4.  To  propound  fome  Precedents  of  former  times,  where* 
in,  tho  he  coud  not  match  the  Offence  now  in  queflion 
(for  he  thought  the  like  before  had  never  been  commit- 
ted) yet  he  fliou'd  produce  fuch  as  fliou'd  fufficiently  de- 
clare, how  forward  our  Anceflors  wou'd  have  been  in  the 
profecution  and  condemning  of  fuch  Offences,  if  they  had 
been  then  committed- 

The  Offence  was  prefcrib'd  in  a  double  manner  :  Firfl-, 
By  the  general  Scope  and  Intention,  and  by  the  Matter 
and  Particulars  of  the  Fad,  whereby  that  Intention  was 
exprefs'd. 

In  the  Defcription  of  the  Intention  he  obfer^?'d  fix: 
Points,  every  one  of  which  was  a  Charader  of  extreme 
Malice  and  Wickednefs. 

1.  His  Attempt  to  mifguide  and  (educe  the  Confcience 
of  the  King. 

2.  To  incenfe  his  Royal  Difpleafure  againfl  his  Sub- 
jeds. 

3.  To  fcandalize,  impeach  and  fubvcrt  the  good  Laws 
and  Government  of  the  Kingdom,  and  Authority  of  Par- 
liaments. 

4.  To  avert  his  Majefly's  Mind  from  calling  of  Parlia- 
ments. 

5.  To  alienate  his  Royal  Heart  from  his  People. 

6.  To  caufe  Jealoufies,  Sedition,  and  Divifion  in  the 
Kingdom. 

Of 
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Of  thefc  Particulars  (he  faid)  he  wou'd  forbear  to  fpeak 
further,  till  he  (hou*d  come  to  thofe  parts  of  the  Faft,  to 
which  they  were  moft  properly  to  be  apply 'd. 

The  Materials  of  the  Charge  were  contrived  into  three 
diftinft  Articles ;  the  firft  of  thefe  comprehended  two 
Claufes. 

1.  That  his  Majefty  is  not  bound  to  keep  and  obferve  the 
good  Laws  and  Cuftoms  of  the  Realm,  concerning  the 
Right  and  Liberty  of  the  Subjeft  to  be  exempted  from  alt 
Loans,  Taxes,  and  other  Aids  laid  upon  them,  without 
common  Confent  in  Parliament. 

2.  That  his  Majefty 's  Will  and  Command  in  impoGng  any 
Charges  upon  the  Subjefts  without  fuch  Confent,  doth  fo 
far  bind  them  in  their  Confciences,  that  they  cannot  rc- 
fufe  the  fame  without  Peril  of  eternal  Damnation. 

Two  kinds  of  Proofs  were  produced  upon  this  Article, 
-  The  firft  was  from  fome  Affertions  of  the  Dodor*s,  con- 
cerning the  Power  of  Kings  in  general,  but  by  the  necef- 
fary  Confequence  to  be  apply 'd  to  the  King  of  England. 

The  next  kind  of  Proof  was  from  his  Cenfures  and  De- 
terminations upon  the  particular  Cafe  of  the  late  Loan, 
which  by  ncceflity  and  parity  of  Reafon,  were  likewife  ap- 
plicable to  all  cafes  of  the  like  nature.  And  left  by  frailty 
of  Memory  he  might  miftake  the  Words,  cr  invert  the 
Senfe,  he  defir'd  leave  torefort  to  his  Paper,  wherein  the 
places  were  carefully  extradcd  out  of  the  Book  it  felf.  And 
then  he  read  each  particular  Claufe  by  it  felf,  pointing  to 
the  page  for  proof,  which  we  here  forbear  to  mention,  re- 
ferring the  Reader  to  the  Book  it  felf 

Then  he  proceeded  and  laid,  That  from  this  Evidence  of 
the  Fad  doth  ifiTue  a  clear  Evidence  of  his  wicked  Inten- 
tion to  mifguide  and  feduce  the  King^g  Confcience,  touch- 
ing the  Obfervation  of  the  Laws  and  Liberties  of  the 
Kingdom,  to  fcandalize  and  impeach  the  good  Laws  and 
Government  of  the  Realm,  and  the  Authority  of  Parlia- 
ments, which  are  two  of  ihofeCharadersof  Malice  which 
he  formerly  noted,  and  now  inforc'd  thus :  If  to  give  the 
King  ill  Counfel,  in  fome  one  particular  Afticn,  haih  here- 
tofore been  heavily  panifl/d  in  this  high  Court  *,  how  much 
more  heinous  muft  it  needs  be  thought  by  ill  Counfel  to 
pervert  and  (educe  his  Majefty's  Confcience,  which  is  the 
Sovereign  Principle  of  ail  moral  Aftions,  from  which  they 
are  to  receive  Warrant  for  their  Dircdion  before  they 

be 
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fee  aftedi  and  Judgment  for  their  Reformation  afterwards? 
If  ScandaUm  Magnatum^  Slander  and  Infamy  caft  upoil 
great  Lords  and  OfFcers  of  the  Kingdom,  have  lx:en  always 
moW  feverely  cenfur'd  ^  how  much  more  tender  ocght  we 
to  be  of  that  Slander  and  Infaimy,  which  is  here  r.\{\  upon 
the  Laws  and  Government,  from  whence  is  defiv'd  a!l  the 
Honour  and  P^everenee  due  to  thofe  great  Lords  and  Ma- 
giftrates? 

All  Men  (and  fo  the  gr^ateft  and  higheft  Magiftrates) 
are  fubjedi  to  Pafiions  and  Partialitit-s,  Whereby  iney  may 
be  tranfported  itito  over- hard  injurious  Courfes :  Which 
Confideralions  may  fometimes  excuie,  iho  never  juftifyg 
the  railing  and  evil  Speeches  of  Men,  who  have  been  io 
provok'd  5  it  being  a  triie  rule,  that  whatlbcver  give^ 
Strength  and  Inforccment  to  the  Temptation  in  any  Sin, 
doth  necefTarily  imply  an  Abatement  and  Diminution  of 
Guilt  in  that  Sin.  But  to  flander  and  difgrace  the  Laws 
and  Government,  is  without  poffibility  of  any  fuch 
excu{e,  it  beit.g  a  fjmple  Ad:  of  a  malignant  Will,  not 
induc'd  nor  excited  by  any  outward  Provocation :  the  Law^ 
tarrvii^g  an  equcil  and  conftanc  refpeft  to  all,  ought  to  be 
reverenced  equ.illy  by  all.  And  thiis  he  deriv'd  the  Proofs 
and  Infer  cements  upon  the  fir  ft  Artick  of  the  Charge. 

The  fecond  Article  he  faidcontam'd  tciree  Ciaiifes. 

1.  That  thefe  Refufcrs  had  offended  againft  the  Law  of 
God. 

2.  Againft  the  Supreme  Authority^ 

3.  By  fo  doing  were  become  guilty  of  Impiety,  Difloy- 
alty,  Rebellion,    Difobedience,  and  liable  to  many  other 

Taxes.  #     ,^  . 

For  proof  of  all  thefe  (he  faid)  be  needed  ho  other  Evi- 
dence  than  what  might  be  eafiiy  drawn  from  thofe  places 
which  he  had  read  already  §  for  what  Impiety  can  be  grea- 
ter, than  to  contemn  the  Law  of  God,  and  to  prefer  bit- 
man  Laws  before  it  ?  What  greater  Difloyalty,  Rebellion^ 
and  Uifobcdience,  than  to  deprcfs  Supreme  Authority,  to 
tie  the  Hands  and  clip  the  Wings  of  Sovereign  Princes? 
\  ^\  he  defn'd  their  Lordihip's  Patience  in  hearing  forae 
few  other  places,  wherein  the  Stains  and  Taint,  which 
the  \a  dor  endeavourV)  to  lay  upon  the  Refufers,  might 
appvrrby  the  Odioufnefs  of  their  Comparifons,  in  which 
lie  c^  tit  labour  to  rank  them* 

Ths 
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The  fitft  Comparifon  is  with  Popiili  Recuratits  i  yet  be 
makes  them  the  word  of  the  two,  and  for  the  better  Re- 
femblance^  gives  them  a  new  name  of  Temporal  Recu- 
fants. 

For  this  he  alledgeth  the  ift  Sermon,  pag.'iT^  32.  and  part 
of  the  fifth  Gonfideration,  by  which  be  wou'd  perfwadc 
them  to  yield  to  this  Loan. 

Fifthly,  If  they  woud  confider  what  Advantage  this 
their  Recufancy  in  Temporals,  |ives  to  the  common 
Adverfary,  who  for  Difobedience  in  Spirituals,  have  hi- 
therto alone  inherited  that  Name  :  for  that  which  we  out 
felves  condemn  in  them  for  fo  doing,  and  profefs  to  hate 
that  Religion  which  teacheth  them  foto  do,  that  is,  to  re- 
fufe  Subjeftion  unto  Princes  in  Spirituals  *,  the  fame,  if  not 
worfe,  fome  of  our  fide  now  (if  ours  they  be)  dare  to 
pradife. 

We  muft  needs  be  argu'd  of  lefs  Confciencejand  more  In- 
gratitude, both  to  God  and  the  King,  if  in  Temporal  things 
we  obey  not:  They  in  Spirituals  deny  Subjedion,  where- 
in  they  may  perhaps  frame  unto  themfelves  (brae  Reafonf 
of  probability  that  their  Offence  is  not  fo  heinous.  If  we  in 
Temporals  fnall  be  (o  refraftory,  what  colour  (i>(  Reafon 
canwepoltibly  find  to  make  our  defence  withal,  without 
the  utter  (Laming  of  our  fclves,  and  laying  a  ftain  which 
cannot  eafily  be  waflied  out,  upon  that  Religion  which  hi$ 
Majefty  doth  fo  gracioufly  maintain,  and  bur  fclves  pro- 
fefs? 

The  ftcond  Comparifon  is  with  Tt^'h  and  Jcws^  in  the 
2d  Sermon,  pag.^j.  What  a  Paradox  it?,  &c.  What  a  Tnrk 
will  do  for  a  ChriBian^  and  a  ChrisHan  for  a  Tmk^  and  a 
Jew  f:)r  bpth,  &€.  the  fame  and  much  lefs  Chriftian  Men 
ftiou'd  deny  to  a  Chriftian  King, 

The  third  Comparifon  is  with  Corah^  Dathan  and  j4bi'>' 
ram^  Thendas  and  Jndas^  which  is  taken  out  of  the  2d  Ser* 
mon,  pag.  49.  where  he  Labours  to  deprive  thoie  Refufers 
of  all  merit  in  the  Sufferings  for  this  Cauf^. 

Corahj  Dathan  and  Abiram^  whom  for  their  Murmur 
rings  God  fuddenly  funk  into  Hell-fire,  might  as  well  al- 
ledg  their  Sufferings  had  fome  refemblance  with  that  of  the 
three  Children  in  the  Bahyloman  Furnace;  and  TheudM 
and  jAr(rf^5,  the  two  Incendiaries  of  the  People,  intheday^ 
of  Cejar\  Tribute,  might  as  weli  pretend  their  Caufe  ta 
be  like  the  Alaccab^cs. 

Thus 
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Thus  he  ended  the  fecdnd  Article  of  the  Charge,  upoi 
which,  he  faid,  were  imprinted  other  two  of  thefe  fii 
Charaders  of  Malice,  formerly  vented  -^  that  is,  a  wickej 
Intention  to  increafe  his  Majefly's  Difplcafure  againft  hif 
good  Subjeds  fo  refufmg,  and  to  alienate  his  Heart  from 
the  reft  of  his  People  :  Both  which  were  points  fo  odious 
that  he  needed  not  to  add  any  further  Inforcement  or  Illul 
tration. 

The  third  Article  contain'd  three  Claufes. 

I-  That  Authority  of  Parliament  is  not  necefTary  fc 
the  raifing  of  Aids  and  Subfidies, 

2.  That  the  (low  Proceedings  of  fuch  AfTemblies,  ai 
not  fittofupply  the  urgent  Necefiity  of  the  State. 

3.  That  Parliaments  are  apt  to  produce  fundry  Imped 
ments  to  the  juft  Defigns  of  Princes,  and  to  give  them  0 
cafion  of  Difpleafureand  Difcontent. 

For  proof  of  all  which  he  alledg'd  two  places,  containir 
the  two  firft  of  thofe  fix  Confiderations,  which  are  pr 
pounded  by  the  Doftor  to  induce  the  Refufers  to  yield 
the  Loan,  in  the  firft  Sermon,  pag,  26,  27. 

Firft,  if  they  w^ould  pleafe  to  confider,  that  tho  fu 
AfTemblies  as  are  the  higheft  and  greateft  Reprefentations 
a  Kingdom,  be  moftfacredand  honourable,  and  neceflla 
alio  to  thofe  Ends  to  which  they  were  at  firft  inftitute 
yet  know  we  muft,  that  ordain'd  they  were  not  to   t 
end,  to  contribute  any  Right  to  Kings,  whereby  to  cb 
lenge  Tributary  Aids  and  Subfidiary  Helps  ^  but  for  4 
more  equal   impofing,   and  more  eafy   exading  of  tl 
which  unto  Kings  doth  appertain  by  natural  and  origi 
Law  and  Juftice,  as  their  proper  Inheritance  annex  a 
their  Imperial  Crow^ns  from  their  Birth.    And  therefor 
by  a  Magiftrate  that  is  Supreme,    if  upon  Necefiity 
treme  aixl  urgent,    iuch  fubfidiary  Helps  are  required 
Proportion  being  held  refpedivcly  to  the  Ability  of  . 
Perfons  charg  d,  and  the  Summ  and  Quantity  (o  requ 
furmount  not  too  remarkably   the  Ufe  and  Charge 
which  it  was  Icvy'd  ^   very  hard  would  it  be  for  any  t 
in  the  World,  that   fhould  not   accordingly  iatisfy 
Demands^  to  defend  his  Confcience  from  that  heavy 
judice  of  refifling  the  Ordmance  of  God,  and  recei 
to  himfelf  Damnation  -^  tho  every   of  thofe  Circumfta 
be  r>ot  cblvTv'd,  which  by  the  Municipal  Law  is requir    i 
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Secondly,  If  they  would  confider  the  Importunities  that 
often  may  be  urgent,  and  prefling  Neceflaries  of  State, 
that  cannot  flay  without  certain  and  apparent  Dagger,  for 
the  Motion  and  Revolution  of  fo  great  and  To  vaft  a  Body 
as  fuch  Aflemblies  are,  nor  yet  abide  their  long  and  pau- 
fing  Deliberation  when  they  ar^  afTembled,  nor  Itand  upon 
the  anfvvering  of  thofe  jealous  and  over-WArv  Cautions 
and  Objeftions  n^ade  by  fonae,  vvho  are  vvedded  over-much 
to  the  Love  of  epidemical  und  popular  Errors,  and  bent 
to  crofs  the  moft  juit  and  lawful  Defigns  of  their  wife 
and  gracious  Sovereign  ^  and  that  under  the  plaufible 
Shews  of  finguU^r  Lioerty  and  Frtcdom,  which,  if  their 
Confcience  might  (peak,  would  appear  nothing  more  than 
the  fatisfying  either  of  private  Humours,  Paffions,  or  Pur- 
pofes. 

He  faid,  he  needed  not  draw  any  Arguments  or  Conclu- 
fions  from  thefe  Places  ^  the  Subftance  of  the  Charge  ap- 
peared fufRciently  in  the  Words  themfelves:  and  to  this 
third  Article  he  affix'd  two  other  of  thefc  fix  Charaders 
of  Walice,  That  it  is  his  wicked  Intention  to  avert  his 
Majefly's  Mind  from  calling  of  Parliaments,  and  tocaufb 
Jealoufies,  Seditions,  and  Divifions  in  the  Kingdom  ^  which 
he  (hortly  enforced  thus:  If  Parliaments  be  cUken  away, 
Mifchiefs  and  Diforders  muft  needs  abound,  without  any 
poiiibility  of  good  Laws  to  reform  them  i  Grievarces  will 
daily  increafe,  without  Opportunities  or  Means  to  redrefs 
them.  And  what  readier  way  can  be  to  Diftraftions  be- 
twixt the  King  and  People,  to  Tumults  and  Difl:empers  in 
the  State,  than  this? 

And  fo  he  concluded  this  third  Article  of  the  Charge. 

The  Linaitations  whereby  the  Doftor  had  provided  to 
juftify  (or  at  leaft  to  excufe)  himfelf,  were  propounded  to 
be  three. 

1.  That  he  did  not  attribute  to  the  King  any  fuch  Ab- 
folute  Power  as  might  be  exercis'd  at  all  Tim,*i5,  or  upon 
all  Occafions,  according  to  his  own  Pleature,  but  only  up: 
on  Necefiity,  extreme  and  urgent. 

2.  That  the  Sum  requir'd,  muft  be  proportionable  to  the 
Ability  of  the  Party,  and  to  the  life  and  Occafion. 

3.  That  he  did  not  fay,  That  the  Subftance  of  the  Mu- 
nicipal or  National  Laws  might  be  omitted  or  negleded, 
but  the  Circuraftances  only. 

To  thefe  were  offer'd  three  Anfwers,  the  firft  general, 
the  other  two  particular.    The  general  Anfwer  was  this, 
m  B  ^  That 
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That  it  is  all  one  to  leave  the  Power  abfblute,  and  to  leave 
the  Judgment  arbitrary  vs'hen  to  execute  that  Pov;er  ^ 
for  altho  thefe  Limitations  fhould  be  admitted,  yet  it  is 
left  to  tfie  King  alone  to  determine  what  is  an  urgent  and 
preffing  Necefiity,  what  is  a  jufi:  Proportion,  both  in  re- 
iped:  of  the  Ability,  and  of  the  life  and  Occafion  i  and 
w^bar  fliall  be  faid  to  be  a  Circumftance,  and  what  of  the 
Subftance  of  the  Law  :  and  the  Subjeft  is  left  without 
Remedy  ^  the  Legal  Bounds  being  taken  away,  no  pri- 
vate Perfon  fliall  be  allow'd  to  oppofe  his  own  particular 
Opinion  in  any  of  thefe  Points'  to  the  King's  Refolution. 
So  that  all  thefe  Limitations,  tho  fpccious  in  (hew,  are  in 
effed  fruitlefs  and  vain. 

The  firft  particular  Anfwer  apply'd  to  that  Limitation 
of  urgent  Neceffity,  was  taken  from  the  Cafe  of  Nor-- 
niavdy^  as  it  appears  in  the  Commentaries  of  G  nil  me  Jer- 
mie  upon  the  cuftomary  Laws  of  that  Duichy  :  they 
having  been  opprefs'd  with  fome  Grievances,  contrary  to 
this  Franchife,  made  their  Complaint  to  Levois  X.  who 
by  his  Charter,  in  the  Year  13 14.  acknowledging  the 
Right  and  Cuftom  of  the  Country,  and  that  they  had 
been  unjuftly  gricv*d,  did  grant  and  provide,  that  from 
thence-forward  they  (hould  be  free  from  all  Subfidies^  and 
Exaftions  to  be  impos'd  by  him  and  his  SuceelTors ;»  yet 
with  this  Claafe,  Si  neceffitie  grand  ne  le  rsquiret  :  Which 
filiall  Exception  has  devoured  all  thefe  Immunities  *,  fur 
tho  thefe  States  meet  every  Year,  yet  they  have  little  or 
no  Power  left,  but  to  agree  to  fuch  Levies  as  the  King 
wm!1  pleafeto  make  upon  them. 

The  fecond  particular  Anfwer  was  apply 'd  to  the  Limita- 
tion and  DioiinutioD  of  this  Power,  which  may  be  pretended 
to  be  made  by  this  word  Clrmmflance^  as  if  ke  did  ac- 
knowledge the  King  to  be  the  Stibilance  of  the  Law,  and 
free  only  in  regard  of  the  Manner ;  whereas  if  the  places 
be  obicrv'd,  it  will  appear,  that  he  intends  by  that  word. 
The  ^[pmb/y  of  Parliaments^  and  ui^^?it  of  the  People^ 
fufch  Contribution,  which  is  the  very  Suhihnce  of  thejiacc 
Right  and  Liberty  now  in  queftion. 

The  Circumi^ances  of  Aggravation  obferv'd  to  be  an- 
nexed to  this  Caufe,  were  thele. 

The  nrft  from  the   Place  w^here  thefe  Sermons  wereji,]-j, 

prcdcb'd  '^  the  Court,  the  King's  own  Family,  where  fuctiliij^ 

Dodrnie  v^as  before  fo  well  believ'd,  that.-iio  Man  neededl;][^ 

to  be  ccnvertvd*    pi  thi^  ihxK  could  be  no  end^  but  ei 

'  ^     '  ihei 
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d  have  been  much  more  tender  of  fuch  DoQrines  as 
V,  which  might  produce  true  occafions  of  Difcord  be- 

i  n  the  King  and  his  People. 

If  thofe  who  reported  the  King  wou'd  lay  Impofitions, 
id  break  his  Laws,  were  thought  fuch  heinous  Offenders, 
J)W  much  more  (hou'd  this  Man  be  condemned,  who  per- 
iaded  the  King  he  is  not  bound  to  keep  tho(e  Laws  ?  If 
lat  great  Kingw^as  (bfar  from  challenging  any  right  in 
r  is  kind,  that  he  profefs'd  his  own   Sorrow  and  Repen- 

nee  for  grieving  his  Subjeds  with  unlawful  Charges:  If 

onfifTors  were  enjoin'd  to  frame  the  Confciences  of  the 

icplc  to  the  obfervance  of  thefe  Laws,  certainly  fuch 
Ddrine,  and  fuch  a  Preacher  as  this,  wou*d  have  been 
Id  moftftrange  and  abominable  in  all  thefe  times ! 
The  third  general  Part  was  the  ConcluGon  or  Prayer  of 
e  Commons,  which  confifted  of  three  Ciaufes. 
Firft^  They  referv'd  to  themfelves  liberty  of  any  other 
xufation  ^  and  for  this,  he  faid,  there  was  great  reafon, 
lat  as  the  Dodor  multiply'd  his  Offences,  Xo  they  may 

I 'lew  their  Accufations. 
Secondly^  They  lave  to  themfelves  liberty  of  replying  to 
Anfwer  \  for  they  had  great  Caufe  to  think  that  he  who 
)u'd  (hift  fo  much  in  offending,  wou'd  (liift  much  more 
anfwering. 

Thirdly^  They  defire  he  might  be  brought  to  Examina- 
n  and  Judgment  ^  this  they  thought  wou'd  be  very  im- 
rtant  for  the  Comfort  of  the  prefent  Age,  for  the  Secu- 
y  of  the  future  againft  fuch  wicked  and  malicious  Prac- 
es :  and  fb  he  concluded,  That  feeing  the  Caafe  had 
ength  enough  to  maintain  it  felf,  his  humble  Suit  to 
ir  Lorddiips  was,  That  they  wou'd  not  obferve  his  \n^ 
nitiesand  Defefts,  to  the  diminution  or  prejudice  of  that 
fngth.

4.  Thathefliall  be  fufpended,  for  the  Term  of  Three 
Years,  from  the  exercife  of  the  Miniftry,  and  in  the  mean 
time  a  fufficient  preaching  Minifter  fhall  be  provided  out 
of  his  Livings  to  ferve  the  Cure  :  This  Sufpenfion  and  Pro- 
vifion  to  be  done  bv  the  Ecclefiallical  Jurifdidiion. 

5.  ThaBhe  (hall  be  hereafter  di(abled  to  have  anv  Eccle- 
fiailical  Dignity,  or  Secular  Office. 

6.  That  he  fliall  be  for  ever  difabled  to  preach  at  the 
Court  hereafter. 

7.  That  his  faid  Book  is  worthy  to  be  burnt  ^  and  tha 
for  the  better  efFefting  of  this,  his  Majefty  may  be  mov'c, 
to  grant  a  Proclamation  to  call  in  the  faid  Books,  that 
they  mav  be  ail  burnt  accordingly  in  London^  and  both  the 
Univerfities,  and  for  the  inhibiting  the  Printing  thereofj 
upon  a  great  Penalty.
